Simpson, “but my God wbat a gulf in­ 
tellectually.

By the terms of this agreement the 
Iowa man has taken over the chicken 
houses, the brooding houses and the 
hatchery and all the other buildings 
on Colonel Lowden’s big poultry farm 
and also became the owner of the 
fowis which are on tbe farm at tne 
present time. 
Colonel Lowden did 
not sell his land to the Iowa man. He 
gave him a lease, however, as he has
